Morcover, sculpture is an al 
waitth is in sad need of dissociation frem the atmosphere of the ar 
guilery. Naturally enough the “big names" have placed big prices 
o. Sheir works and this in itself will retard the prospect of any- 
thing like a universal demand for sculptural decorytion in the aver- 
ego home. This raises the question of reproduction, possibly a bad 
thing in itself, but it is a means by which good work can get into 
Smail homes. 

Of the exhibits, the head of Vaughan Williams in bronze by Epstein, 
illustrates the brilliance of this master's art, while Professor 
Frank Dobson, in his study for "Leisure", gives us a full idea of 
how decorative small sculptural groups can be, the terra cotta medium 
having an attractive texture and colour. Dora Gordine's "Diana" in 
bronze is an excellent example of this sculptress's work, and exhibits 
by Henry Moore, Barbara Hepworth, Tom Painter, John Skeaping and 
Willi Soukep are notable for their decorative quality. 

Together with sculpture exhibits is a collection of furniture 
picces by a dozen or so well known makers. Here the quality of design 
appears to be more varied and it is notable that where designers have 
attcmpted anything but a good basic approach, where, in fact, they 
have tried to overlay the structural shape with additional features, 
much of the vitality of the conception is lost. This is a pity, for 
whatever the purists may say there must also be room for decorative 
invention. The straightforward pieces, however, admirably illustrate 
tne quality with which modern work can be infused. 

This is an exhibition to see. Although small in size and scope it 
banishes the old conception of home decoration, the self-conscious 
era of "a cactus plant or nothing", and that in itself should be 
noted aS’a gesture of some importance.
